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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTBOARD 

This  year's  Town  Meeting  Warrant  includes  a  general  fund  operating  budget  that  is  only  four  tenths 
of  one  percent  higher  than  last  year's  budget.  However  when  combined  with  recommended  special 
warrant  articles  total  spending  to  be  funded  with  2008  tax  dollars  is  actually  down  some  $200,000  or 
5Vi%  percent  from  last  year.  The  Selectboard  feels  that  this  is  a  sound  and  responsible  spending 
plan  that  meets  the  Town's  needs  while  minimizing  the  impact  on  taxpayers.  We  thank  the  Finance 
Committee  for  their  advice  and  counsel  in  preparing  the  2008  budget. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  strong  support  for  Warrant  Article  #2  which  will  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $4,700,000  for  the  construction  and  equipping  of  a  new  Public  Safety  Building  to  house  the 
Police.  Fire,  and  Ambulance  Departments.  This  sum  is  to  be  raised  by  bonding  as  well  as  any  grant 
funds  that  the  Town  may  be  able  to  procure  to  finance  the  project.  While  it  will  have  no  impact  on 
this  year's  tax  rate,  the  repayment  of  the  bond  will  be  incorporated  into  future  years"  budgets.  Last 
year's  request  for  $25,000  for  the  preliminary  design  of  the  new  public  safety  complex  was  well 
spent  and  a  very  good  plan  was  designed  by  David  Udelsman  of  Udelsman  Associates  who  worked 
with  a  group  of  citizens  and  the  affected  department  heads  in  gathering  information  on  the  needs  of 
the  town's  safety  departments.  They  did  their  job  well  and  developed  a  plan  that  will  alleviate  the 
severe  space  limitations  under  which  our  public  safety  personnel  are  currently  operating,  meet 
current  codes  and  regulations,  provide  a  safe  working  environment  for  the  Town's  public  safety 
employees  and  allow  for  future  growth  of  the  three  departments.  The  building  will  also  house  the 
Town's  Emergency  Management  Director  and  provide  a  single,  unified  center  of  operations  in  the 
event  of  a  serious  emergency. 

The  Highway  Department  continues  to  make  major  improvements  to  our  roads.  The  reconstruction 
of  Calavant  Hill  was  completed  last  summer.  That  project  cost  was  about  $245,000.  Work  on 
Wheeler  Rand,  Scenic  Hill  and  Borough  Roads  consisted  of  culvert  and  drainage  improvements  and 
will  be  followed  up  with  resurfacing  in  2008.  Roads  in  the  Beaudry  Development  and  rip-rap  slope 
work  on  Old  Cheshire  Turnpike  are  also  slated  for  work  in  2008.  Final  payment  of  the  FEMA 
money  for  the  2005  flooding  was  received  and  used  for  additional  roadway  improvements.  Every 
year  highway  Superintendent  Keith  Weed  and  the  highway  workers  improve  on  their  ability  to  fight 
the  snow  and  keep  our  roads  open  and  safe.  For  that  we  are  thankful.  There  is  a  small  addition  being 
constructed  at  the  highway  garage  to  house  equipment  and  supplies. 

The  Transfer  Station  is  undergoing  a  roof  expansion  over  the  recycle  bins.  This  will  help  keep  the 
elements  out  of  the  bins.  The  Town  adopted  mandatory  recycling  of  glass  and  electronics  in  2007. 
This  will  significantly  reduce  the  solid  waste  tonnage  that  the  Town  must  pay  to  dispose  of  and  these 
savings  are  reflected  in  the  budget.  In  2007  over  60  tons  of  glass  and  electronics  were  removed  from 
the  waste  stream  and  recycled.  This  year  we  were  asked  to  consider  a  pay-as-you-throw  program 
under  which  residents  would  pay  for  trash  disposal  by  the  individual  bag.  The  Board  feels  that  there 
is  no  need  for  such  a  program  at  this  time  and  prefers  to  continue  on  the  path  of  mandatory  recycling 
of  certain  products  each  year.  You  can  help  us  by  obeying  the  recycling  rules  now  and  help  us  to 
keep  our  tonnage  down.  Through  permits,  trash  that  was  billed  such  as  demo,  and  selling  our 
recyclables.  the  Town  took  in  about  $108,000.  Although  we  are  doing  well  on  recycling  numbers, 
we  can  do  better.  If  we  keep  the  waste  tonnage  down,  we  won't  have  to  go  to  pay-as-you-throw. 
The  Water  &  Sewer  Department,  headed  by  Dave  Duquette,  had  a  successful  year.  In  2007  Dave 
was  recognized  as  New  Hampshire  Water  System  Operator  of  the  Year  for  his  efforts  in  upgrading 
booster  stations  and  his  work  in  bringing  the  North  Charlestown  water  system  into  compliance  with 
the  new  federal  arsenic  standards.  This  problem  resulted  from  the  federal  government's  reduction  in 
allowable  arsenic  levels  in  drinking  water,  which  the  Town  had  always  complied  with  previously. 


The  new  arsenic  removal  system  has  proven  very  effective  in  meeting  the  new  standards  and  was 
installed  at  a  total  cost  of  less  than  $100,000,  a  major  accomplishment  for  the  Department. 

In  conclusion,  the  Selectboard  wishes  to  extend  special  thanks  to  the  Rotary  Club  for  their  continued 
improvements  to  the  Town  Hall  and  to  the  Tree  Committee  for  its  continuing  efforts  toward 
restoring  the  historic  appearance  of  Main  Street  through  the  planting  of  numerous  trees  and  shrubs.

Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain 
reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.

The  monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  open  to  everyone,  and  we  would  like 
for  you  to  join  us.  Normally  the  meetings  are  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  the 
month  at  5:30  pm.  No  meetings  are  held  in  July  and  December.  Dates  and  times  are 
posted  at  least  a  week  ahead  of  the  meeting  in  the  Library  and  Municipal  Building. 

During  the  year,  the  Trustees  made  a  complete  update  of  the  Policy  Manual,  and  added 
several  addendums:  Library  Bill  of  Rights;  the  Freedom  to  Read;  Internet  Access  and 
Computer  Use  policies;  Library  Behavior  with  Unattended  children.  Copies  of  the 
Manual  are  on  file  for  review  by  the  public  and  we  welcome  your  comments. 

Several  guest  speakers  came  to  Charlestown;  we  had  poetry  readings  both  in  the  spring 
and  fall  by  The  River  Voices,  and  a  portrayal  of  Molly  Ockett  in  cooperation  with  Fort  at 
No.  4.  We  also  decided  to  have  a  Local  Authors  display  with  materials  of  authors  who 
grew  up  or  spent  time  in  Charlestown  while  they  were  writing.  The  list  of  "Local 
Authors"  is  surprisingly  long  and  varied.  It  also  is  a  work  in  progress! 

The  Trustees  also  spent  a  lot  of  time  talking  about  interior  renovations.  High  on  the  list 
are:  improved  lighting;  window  treatments:  recalling  of  chairs  and  more  efficient 
(double)  windows.  Several  quotes  have  been  obtained,  but  no  decisions  were  made 
during  the  year  2007. 

The  Library  benefited  greatly  from  donations.  To  make  the  digital  projector  (donated  by 
Rotary)  more  popular,  a  laptop  computer  and  a  set  of  speakers  was  acquired  this  past  fall. 
The  showing  of  Fahrenheit  451  and  the  Friday  afternoon  movies  are  using  this  equipment 
successfully.  Gifts  of  children  books  and  craft  supplies  were  very  much  appreciated. 
Also  several  people  dropped  off  almost  new  books  so  the  Library  can  supplement  its 
acquisition  program.  You  can  now  look  on-line  any  time  of  day  or  night  to  find  out  the 
latest  additions  to  the  shelves. 

Without  you:  our  patrons  the  Silsby  Library  would  just  be  an  empty  building.  Come  often 
to  borrow  materials,  use  the  computer,  copier  or  fax  machine  and  look  over  the  many 
newspapers  and  magazines.  The  Trustees  would  love  to  see  a  significant  increase  (25%) 
in  patrons  during  2008.  Best  of  all  as  a  resident  of  Charlestown  it  is  free  and  as  a  visitor 
our  dues  are  less  than  surrounding  communities.  Finally,  the  Staff  and  the  Trustees  would 
welcome  your  suggestions  for  continuous  improvements  to  our  facility  and  our  services.

1  would  like  to  extend  a  hearty  thank  you  to  all  who  helped  the  Library  during  this  past  year. 
Again  we  have  a  wonderful  Board  of  Trustees  who  volunteer  their  time  and  energy  to  advocate 
for  the  Library.  Many  generous  citizens  have  donated  books  for  our  annual  yard  sale  day  book 
sale.  We  received  a  very  generous  donation  from  The  Laurie  Hassett  Memorial  Fund  for  the 
purchase  of  craft  supplies  for  our  Story  Hour  program,  and  a  gift  from  the  Gharlestown  Grange 
which  was  used  to  purchase  children's  books.  All  contributions  large  and  small  are  greatly 
appreciated. 

Thanks  to  the  many  volunteer  knitters  for  our  Warm  Up  America  campaign,  organized  by  Holly 
Shaw,  we  were  able  to  donate  7  afghans  to  the  Sullivan  County  Nursing  Home.  The  afghans 
went  to  Charlestown  residents.  We  have  also  begun  to  supply  the  County  Home  with  large  print 
books,  made  available  to  all  residents  by  Betty  Reavis.  A  new  supply  of  books  is  sent  over  each 
month. 

We  continue  to  host  the  Big  Brothers  Big  Sisters  organization  for  Charlestown.  This  program 
has  grown  from  2  BB/BS  matches  to  four.  We  also  host  a  scrap  booking  class  for  the  Pathways 
clients  which  is  taught  by  Meredith  McAllister. 

Two  new  on-going  programs  have  been  added  this  year.  An  adult  crafting  class  on  Thursday 
afternoons  is  designed  with  the  clients  from  Pathways  in  mind,  but  is  open  to  anyone. 
Homeschooling  families  with  grade  school  aged  children  might  also  find  this  enjoyable.  The 
purchase  of  a  public  performance  license  allows  us  to  offer  movies.  Friday  Flicks  is  our  newest 
program,  with  movies  beginning  at  1 :00  on  Friday  afternoons  during  the  winter  months.  Call  the 
Library  for  the  "Flick  of  the  Week",  as  our  license  does  not  allow  us  to  advertise  the  movie  by 
name. 

A  grant  from  the  NH  Humanities  Council  helped  to  bring  three  programs  to  us  this  year.  We 
were  honored  to  partner  with  the  Fort  to  bring  noted  Native  American  historian  Marge  Bruchac 
who  portrayed  Native  American  doctor  Molly  Ockett.  We  also  hosted  writer  Edie  Clark,  author 
of  "Monadnock  Tales"  and  Professor  Barbara  White  spoke  on  three  noted  women  authors  from 
NH.  Local  poets  from  River  Voices  entertained  us  in  April  and  October. 

Our  Summer  Reading  Program  "Reading  Road  Trip:  Read  Across  America"  was  capped  off  with 
a  program  of  Native  American  stories  &  songs  presented  by  Michael  Caduto. 

Thank  you  all  for  your  patronage  and  support  throughout  the  year.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Charlestown  Conservation  Commission  meets  on  the  third  Monday  of  every  month  at  7:00 
PM  in  the  Community  Room  below  the  library.  The  public  is  encouraged  to  attend. 

The  Conservation  Commission  continued  to  do  work  on  the  Town's  hiking  trails  and  the  Nature 
Trail  by  the  Fire  Station  which  has  finally  been  restored  to  pre  2005  flood  conditions  with  the 
construction  of  a  very  nice  bridge  on  the  lower  level  by  volunteers  from  SCA  and  the  installation 
of  hand  rails  and  reinforcing  rods  on  the  stair  section.  In  addition,  all  other  trails  in  town  were 
monitored  periodically  and  kept  free  of  debris.  We  would  like  to  thank  Don  Highter.  who  once 
again  kept  the  Great  Meadow  trail  mowed  during  the  summer  months.  We  would  again  remind 
people  trails  maps  are  available  in  the  Town  Office  in  the  Bakery  Building  for  a  $2.00  fee. 

In  April  and  October  the  Conservation  Commission  did  their  semi-annual  clean-up  along  State 
Route  12  from  the  Walpole  Town  Line  to  Bowen  Crossing  road.  This  is  part  of  the  NH  DOT 
Adopt-a-Highway  program.  In  conjunction  with  the  Lions  Club,  the  Rotary  Club  and  a  big  help 
from  the  Fall  Mountain  HS  Jr.  ROTC  the  trash  is  cleaned  up  from  the  Town  Line  to  Lovers  Lane 
road. 

Another  yearly  effort  is  sponsoring  Green-up  day  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May.  This  involves 
cleaning  the  Town  roads.  Many  thanks  to  the  people  who  volunteered  their  time,  to  the  VFW  for 
cooking  and  the  local  businesses  for  their  donations  of  goods  for  our  cookout  after  the  clean-up. 
As  a  result  of  all  these  efforts  we  received  two  elm  trees  through  the  Litter-free  NH  program 
which  were  planted  along  Main  Street  this  fall  as  part  of  the  Tree  Committee's  fall  planting. 

A  yearly  duty  of  the  Commission  is  the  monitoring  of  the  LCIP  (Land  Conservation  Investment 
Program)  easements;  this  was  a  state  program  where  a  landowner  could  put  an  easement  on  their 
property  forever  barring  development  on  these  parcels.  The  Commission  monitors  these  parcels 
yearly  to  check  for  unauthorized  activities  or  buildings.  If  you  are  interested  in  the  possibility  of 
a  conservation  easement  on  your  property  please  contact  the  Commission  and  we  will  help  you 
get  started  in  the  process. 

The  Commission  was  involved  in  reviewing  several  wetlands  applications  that  were  submitted  to 
the  State  ofNH.  Dept.  of  Environmental  Services  and  made  several  site  visits  regarding  wetlands 
issues.

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CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 

Cemetery  Trustees  meet  the  last  Monday  of  each  month.  5:00  PM.  at  the  Old  Town  Hall.  These 
meetings  are  posted  in  the  Library  Building  (bulletin  board  near  the  Town  Clerk"s  office).  The 
second  notice  is  in  the  showcase  (outside)  at  the  Old  Town  Hall. 

Besides  the  usual  mowing,  trimming,  there  was  loam  and  seed  spread  in  sections  of  Pinecrest 
and  Hope  Hill  Cemeteries.  Foot  paths  in  Hope  Hill  Cemetery  were  trimmed  out.  also  the  back 
sides  offences  in  all  five  cemeteries.  St.  Catherine's  Cemetery  had  some  dying  spruce  trees 
which  were  cut  down,  and  other  trees  were  trimmed. 

Approximately  60  head  stones  were  cleaned  and  25  repaired  and  reset. 

Some  pot  holes  in  Forest  Hill  Cemetery  were  patched  with  cold  patch  and  the  paving  into 
Pinecrest  Cemetery  has  been  torn  up.  so  as  to  be  replaced  with  shur  pac  in  the  next  year. 

Removing  large  diseased  pine  trees  with  "Red  Rot"  was  the  biggest  concern  in  2007.  These 
trees  have  been  dangerous  for  many  years.  Several  had  been  struck  by  lighting,  causing  the  trees 
to  be  even  more  delicate. 

Selling  lots,  keeping  up  with  paper  work,  doing  research  for  people  and  the  funeral  homes,  and 
the  burial  of  37  completes  our  year.

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BUILDING/FIRE  &  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

As  Building/Fire  &  Health  Inspector  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  citizens  of 
Charlestown.  In  general  the  citizens  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  ICC  and  cooperate 
in  obtaining  permits  through  the  Selectmen's  Office.  A  list  of  rules  and  permit  fees  are  available 
to  anyone.  The  state  ICC  books  are  available  for  review  in  the  Selectmen's  Office  and  the 
Library  for  interested  parties. 

The  Town  of  Charlestown  is  a  member  of  ICC  (International  Code  Council)  The  National  Fire 
Protection  Association  (NFPA)  and  National  Electrical  Code. 

This  past  year  there  were  155  building  permits  issued  for  additions,  alterations  and  renovations 
to  residential  and  commercial  structures.  There  have  been  several  permits  issued  for  upgrading 
of  electricity  and  plumbing.  We  had  12  new  construction  frame  homes,  several  modular  and 
manufactured  homes.  I  work  closely  with  contractors,  electricians  and  plumbers  to  bring  all 
structures  up  to  State  &  IRC/IBC  codes.  Fees  for  residential  electrical  and  plumbing  have  been 
increased  to  $25.00  as  of  2006.  and  commercial  electrical  and  plumbing  have  been  increased  to 
$50.00  as  of  January  1.2007. 

I  attend  code  update  meetings  as  they  become  available  as  there  have  been  code  changes  this  past 
year.  The  2007  Manufacturing  Housing  Standard  Boards  have  mandated  concrete  slabs,  tie 
downs,  and  licensed  installers  for  all  new  and  used  mobile  homes.  I  also  attend  monthly 
meetings  for  Pandemic  Regional  Influenza  Planning. 

It  is  now  mandatory  to  file  an  application  to  install  oil  burning  equipment  RSA  153:5. 
Inspections  for  foster/day  care  and  town  buildings  are  done  on  a  regular  basis. 

There  have  been  several  oil  burner  permits  taken  out  and  as  of  January  2007  new  fees  are  posted 
for  oil  burner,  foster/day  care  and  other  types  of  fire  inspections.  Permit  fees  in  2007  brought  in 
$19,834.46  to  offset  the  cost  associated  with  building  inspections. 

Please  note  that  any  new  homes,  additions,  basement  finish  or  interior  closed  wall  construction 
with  rough  plumbing  or  electrical  concealed,  must  be  inspected  before  the  wall  finish  is  installed. 
A  final  inspection  is  required  before  occupancy. 

FIRE  RAPID  ENTRY  SYSTEM  (Knox  Box)  has  been  added  as  a  requirement  to  new  2-famiIy, 
multi  family  and  commercial  buildings. 

The  position  of  Building  Inspector/Code  Enforcement  Officer  is  part  time  only.  As  such,  I  am 
available  two  days  each  week  in  office  -  Mondays  and  Wednesdays  from  1 :00  -  2:00  PM  &  4:30 
PM  to  6:00  PM  for  inspections.  I'm  usually  available  most  days  by  calling  the  office,  with  follow 
up  same  day  or  next  day  leaving  a  message.

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AMBULANCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  ambulance  service  again  saw  a  steady  increase  in  our  calls  for  service  in  2007.  I  thought  I 
would  share  a  few  interesting  statistics  for  the  year.  In  2007  we  responded  to  550  patients  or 
medical  incidents.  This  is  a  10  %  increase  from  2006.  There  were  only  a  couple  of  instances  in 
the  year  when  Charlestown  Ambulance  needed  to  call  for  backup  from  a  neighboring  service  to 
help  handle  a  call  in  Charlestown.  Yet  Charlestown  Ambulance  Service  backed  up  neighboring 
services  51  times  in  other  towns.  This  is  good  for  the  service  as  it  gives  us  more  exposure  and 
generates  revenue  for  the  town.  The  busiest  day  of  the  week  this  year  was  Saturdays  and  the 
busiest  time  period  was  between  9:00  am  and  noon.  Our  average  transport  distance  to  get  a 
patient  to  a  hospital  was  9  miles.  The  patients  transported  by  the  ambulance  service  required 
advanced  life  support  70  %  of  the  time.  The  average  age  of  our  patients  in  2007  was  53. 

Along  with  being  busy  on  ambulance  calls  this  year  the  department  was  again  busy  training  new 
members.  The  ambulance  service  hosted  an  EMT  training  class  in  Charlestown  providing  EMT 
training  at  our  station  for  many  new  members.  This  was  a  huge  convenience  over  traveling  to 
class.  As  some  of  our  members  have  had  to  travel  as  far  as  Manchester  and  Keene  twice  a  week 
for  school.  Additionally  members  of  our  service  took  classes  to  become  advanced  life  support 
providers.  Our  training  officer  provides  general  education  to  all  members  of  the  ambulance 
service  monthly,  which  allows  us  to  maintain  the  many  certifications  required  to  be  licensed.  As 
with  all  fields  of  medicine  treatments  and  practice  change  regularly,  requiring  constant  review 
and  updates.  Training  is  a  big  expense  for  the  service  both  in  cost  and  man-hours. 

In  2008  we  look  forward  to  continuing  to  serve  the  town.  Our  goal  is  to  always  provide  high 
quality  medical  care  to  our  patients.  We  thank  everybody  for  their  continued  support.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  2007  was  a  busy  year  for  us.  Fortunately  the  number  of  actual  fires  we  had  was  down. 
The  largest  increase  we  saw  was  in  mutual  aid  requests  and  motor  vehicle  accidents. 

Over  the  past  year,  228  emergency  calls  were  dispatched,  74  motor  vehicle  accidents.  38  mutual 
aid  requests,  34  miscellaneous  calls.  33  automatic  fire  alarms,  28  smoke  investigations.  8 
medical/rescue  requests,  4  automobile  fires,  3  brush  fires.  3  structure  fires  and  3  fuel/chemical 
spills. 

One  of  our  goals  for  2008  will  be  to  replace  our  1980  American  LaFrance  Fire  Engine  that  is 
now  28  years  old.  The  Fire  Department  will  be  looking  forward  to  the  support  from  all  the 
residents  in  town  on  this  article.  1  would  like  to  invite  the  residents  of  town  to  stop  by  the  Fire 
Station  and  see  the  equipment  we  have  received  over  the  last  few  years  through  grants  and 
purchases.  Anyone  of  us  would  be  glad  to  show  you  around  and  answer  any  questions  you  may 
have.  We  have  come  a  long  way  over  the  past  several  years  so  please  stop  by  any  time.  Again 
thank  you  for  all  of  your  support. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department  and  their  families  for  all  the  time 
and  effort  that  goes  into  all  the  hours  of  training  and  responding  to  emergency  calls.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

This  year  we  saw  a  small  change-over  in  staffing  with  several  officers  and  dispatchers  leaving  to 
pursue  other  interests  or  spend  more  time  with  their  families.  As  you  can  well  imagine,  this  type 
of  work  is  very  demanding  and  1  applaud  those  that  do  it  in  addition  to  a  full  time  job. 

We  continue  to  dispatch  to  the  Towns  of  Acworth,  Unity  and  Langdon  and  saw  the  calls  for 
service  slightly  increased  over  last  year.  We  updated  the  State  Police  On-line 
Telecommunications  System  (SPOTS)  computer  and,  as  a  result  of  the  cost  of  equipment  and 
training,  increased  the  contract  service  fee  to  those  three  Towns.  We  participated  in  both  a 
Speed  Enforcement- detail  and  a  DW1  Enforcement  detail  along  the  Route  1 1  and  12  corridors 
which  were  financed  through  a  grant  from  the  NH  Highway  Safety  Agency.  We  have  seen  a 
steady  rate  through  the  years  regarding  motor  vehicle  violations  where  we  are  writing  tickets  to 
about  10%  of  those  stopped  for  violations.  In  most  cases,  a  stern  word  of  guidance  carries  more 
weight  than  a  fine.  We  saw  about  a  10%  increase  in  both  calls  for  service  and  arrests.  Accidents 
were  down  by  about  15%  which  can  be  attributed  to  any  number  of  reasons  including  increased 
patrol  presence. 

You'll  continue  to  see  a  line  in  the  budget  for  a  Regional  Prosecutor.  We  contracted  with 
Claremont  PD  this  year  to  handle  our  cases  but  effective  in  2008,  they've  chosen  to  use  their 
Prosecutor  for  additional  duties  in  the  city  so  he  will  no  longer  be  available  to  us.  It  is  my  goal 
to  team-up  with  Cornish  and  Langdon  Police  Departments  and  enter  into  a  contract  with  a  local 
practicing  Attorney  who  will  handle  the  cases  for  all  three  Towns.  Our  little  Town  is  responsible 
for  about  15%  of  the  caseload  in  Claremont  District  Court.  Last  year  we  handled  165  complaints 
through  the  Court. 

We're  continuing  our  Kids  and  Cops  Program  in  the  second  grades  teaching  such  issues  as 
Stranger  Danger,  E-91 1  and  Good  Touch/Bad  Touch.  You  may  have  seen  a  new  program  in  the 
paper  that  we've  started  this  year  and  which  was  very  popular  with  both  the  students  and 
teachers.  It  involved  giving  the  kids  a  certain  amount  of  money  to  buy  gifts  for  some  of  their 
less  fortunate  classmates  and  tied  in  math  and  writing  skills.  It  ended  with  a  shopping  trip  with 
the  Officers  where  they  put  these  concepts  into  practice.  As  always,  the  Kids  and  Cops  Program 
concludes  in  a  pizza  party  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  all  the  kids  which  is  held  in  the  Community 
Room  then  a  tour  of  the  Police  Department  and  a  chance  to  see  the  cruisers. 

By  now  you've  been  bombarded  with  information  regarding  the  new  Public  Safety  Complex. 
Seems  like  a  pretty  big  price  tag  but  we've  tried  our  best  to  balance  the  needs  of  the  Departments 
and  the  best  interest  of  the  community  and  its  taxpayers.  Your  vote  will  be  a  legacy  to  this  Town 
for  the  next  20  to  30  years.

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HEALTH  &  HUMAN  SERVICES 

The  Charlestown  Welfare  Department  handled  over  296  contacts  regarding  Town 
Assistance.  An  overwhelming  majority  of  these  contacts  did  not  result  in  applications  for 
assistance;  instead  many  individuals  and  families  either  had  questions  about  services  or  were 
referred  to  other  area  resources  that  handle  non-emergent  cases.  Referrals  were  made  to:  the 
New  Hampshire  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services,  Southwestern  Community  Services, 
Serve  New  England,  the  Social  Security  Office,  and  the  Charlestown  Food  Pantry. 

Forty-seven  (47)  Charlestown  families  received  direct  assistance  with  housing  expenses, 
electric  bills,  fuel  bills,  medication,  and  food  during  2007.  In  addition  to  the  financial  support  the 
Town  appropriated  last  year,  Community  Alliance  of  Human  Service's  staffs  expertise  and 
training  allowed  us  to  make  referrals  to  other  area  resources  saving  the  taxpayers  of  Charlestown 
additional  expenses.  Although  not  all  residents  who  contact  us  present  issues  appropriate  for 
resolution  through  the  Town  Assistance  Program,  whenever  possible  we  provide  residents  with 
alternative  solutions  to  help  them  meet  their  needs. 

Town  Assistance  applicants  are  routinely  referred  to  other  appropriate  services  and 
resources  available  within  Charlestown  and  Sullivan  County.  We  have  made  referrals  to  services 
that  include:  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Health  &  Human  Services  (Medicaid.  TANF,  Food 
Stamps,  and  APTD),  Serve  New  England  (food),  Social  Security  Offices  (SSDI  and  SSI), 
Southwestern  Community  Services  (fuel  assistance,  electric  assistance,  and  rental  assistance). 
The  Charlestown  Food  Pantry,  local  churches.  Partners  in  Health,  and  the  Medication  Bridges 
Program.  Additionally,  where  appropriate,  we  have  encouraged  families  and  individuals  to 
negotiate  directly  with  utility  companies  and  landlords  to  make  payment  arrangements  on 
amounts  owed.  Community  Alliance  of  Human  Services  has  worked  extremely  hard  to  promote 
self-sufficiency  in  all  Town  Assistance  clients,  which  is  consistent  with  our  Agency's  mission. 
Staff  ensures  that  the  humanitarian  purpose  of  the  Town  Assistance  laws  is  followed,  yet  makes 
it  clear  to  all  applicants  that  Town  Assistance  is  not  a  guaranteed  monthly  benefit  that  continues 
for  an  indeterminate  period. 

In  2007,  the  Community  Alliance  of  Human  Services  continued  its  participation  in  the 
New  Hampshire  Local  Welfare  Administrators  Association  where  staff  received  updated 
information  on  local  welfare  guidelines,  policies,  and  regulations.  Attending  these  meetings 
promotes  a  broader  knowledge  of  resources  available  to  families.  I  was  elected  to  serve  on  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  New  Hampshire  Local  Welfare  Administrators  Association  and 
began  my  term  in  January  2008. 

In  2007,  staff  attended  and  participated  in  the  Governor's  Local  Welfare  Advisory  Group 
to  assess  the  impact  of  changes  to  TANF  (Temporary  Aid  to  Needy  Families)  regulations  upon 
town  assistance. 

We  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  provide  assistance  to  Charlestown  families  and 
individuals  in  need  in  a  caring  and  professional  manner,  while,  at  the  same  time,  utilizing  only 
58%  of  the  annual  Town  Assistance  budget.

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HERITAGE  COMMISSION 

The  Charlestown  Heritage  Commission  focuses  on  the  town's  historic  buildings  and  environment. 
Its  goals  are  to  foster  appreciation  and  pride  in  historic  features,  to  furnish  information  on  period- 
appropriate  renovations,  and  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  preserving  the  town  for  future 
generations.  Historic  structures,  once  lost,  are  gone  forever,  but  those  same  structures,  properly 
maintained  or  restored,  are  sources  of  civic  pride,  as  well  as  additions  to  the  tax  rolls,  and 
enticements  to  new  residents.  The  commission  is  a  resource  for  people  seeking  information  on  the 
care  of  vintage  buildings  or  researching  a  building's  history. 

A  number  of  activities  were  undertaken  by  the  commission  this  year.  On  a  monthly  basis,  an  article 
is  placed  in  Our  Town  to  promote  knowledge,  pride,  and  interest  in  Charlestown  and  its  historic 
aspects. 

The  commission  updated  its  brochure,  which  is  available  at  the  Selectboard  Office,  the  Town  Clerk's 
office,  the  Town  Hall  signboard,  and  local  realtors'  offices.  Over  300  brochures  have  been 
distributed. 

The  Charlestown  Heritage  Commission  is  proud  that  it  was  able  to  initiate  a  coalition  of  town 
organizations  and  individuals  to  undertake  the  planting  of  new  trees,  and  the  maintenance  of  existing 
trees.  Under  the  direction  of  Aare  lives,  the  new  Charlestown  Tree  Committee  planted  many  trees 
and  shrubs  along  Main  Street.  Some  of  the  trees  planted  were  disease-resistant  elms,  a  nostalgic 
return  to  the  past,  when  magnificent  giant  elms  lined  village  streets.  It  was  especially  heartening  to 
have  many  teachers  and  students  enthusiastically  taking  part  in  this  effort. 

The  funds  for  the  tree  project  are  furnished  by  a  new  line  item  in  the  town  budget  and  contributions 
from  town  groups  and  individuals.  The  Heritage  Commission  also  maintains  a  separate  account  for 
donations  specified  for  trees,  and  thanks  to  all  those  who  have  contributed  or  are  planning  a 
contribution  in  the  future.  For  them,  and  all  of  us,  it  will  be  a  point  of  pride  to  see  Main  Street  and 
other  areas  of  town  grow  and  bloom  as  this  project  continues. 

The  Heritage  Commission  has  taken  part  in  the  Rotary's  Hope  Hill  Cemetery  Fountain  project  in 
North  Charlestown  by  donating  four  white  hydrangea  trees.  Three  of  these  trees  will  be  placed  near 
the  refurbished  fountain,  and  one  will  replace  an  old  hydrangea  that  was  recently  removed. 

The  Heritage  Commission  worked  with  the  Selectboard  to  establish  guidelines  for  future  Boston  Post 
cane  holders.  Research  was  done  to  find  past  recipients  of  the  cane,  and  a  plaque  was  placed  in  the 
Selectboard  Office  with  the  names  of  known  cane  holders.  There  are  gaps  in  this  list,  and  we  would 
appreciate  names  of  any  individuals  who  might  have  been  missed.  A  display  case  was  also 
purchased,  and  in  the  future,  the  cane,  in  the  case,  will  be  presented  to  recipients. 

The  commission's  meetings  are  posted  and  are  open  to  the  public.  Openings  exist  for  new  members, 
and  any  volunteers  interested  in  serving  on  the  Heritage  Commission  should  contact  Dave  Edkins.

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CHARLESTOWN  COMMUNITY  TREE  COMMITTEE 

The  mission  of  the  Charlestown  Community  Tree  Committee  is  to  evaluate,  maintain  and  replace, 
where  necessary,  the  Town's  publicly  owned  tree  population.  The  Tree  Committee  commemorated 
Arbor  Day  by  planting  six  arborvitae  and  six  holly  bushes  near  the  electrical  meters  along  Main 
Street.  Later  in  the  year  we  also  planted  flowering  shrubs  in  other  locations.  Some  trees  along  Main 
Street  were  mulched,  and  the  Committee  also  worked  on  the  triangle  at  the  south  end  of  Town. 

We  completed  an  inventory  of  all  the  existing  trees  on  Main  Street  and.  in  consultation  with  licensed 
arborists,  developed  plans  to  properly  maintain  them.  In  2007  the  Committee  and  other  volunteers, 
including  Middle  School  students,  planted  a  total  of  19  trees  and  30  shrubs.  Another  17  trees  were 
pruned,  one  large  tree  was  cabled  (to  prevent  splitting)  and  12  trees  were  fertilized.  The  maintenance 
work  was  paid  from  that  portion  of  the  Town  budget  allocated  to  the  Tree  Committee. 

The  new  trees  and  shrubs  were  all  funded  by  donations:  $2000  from  the  Charles  H.  Hoyt  Trust, 
$1000  from  National  Grid,  $200  from  the  Women's  Club,  $200  from  Rotary  and  $250  from  a  local 
citizen.  Many  residents  were  upset  when  National  Grid  removed  some  trees  this  summer.  Our 
Committee  went  on  record  opposing  their  decisions,  but  the  trees  were  removed  despite  our 
objections.  However,  National  Grid  did  make  a  $1,000  contribution  to  the  Town  to  replace  the  trees 
on  Main  Street. 

Thanks  to  a  generous  donation  from  the  Charles  H.  Hoyt  Trust,  we  will  be  planting  26  disease- 
resistant  elm  trees  along  Charlestown  streets.  The  first  eight  were  planted  in  September.  Next  year 
another  six  elm  trees  will  be  planted,  and  in  2009  we  have  twelve  more  elm  trees  on  order.  Some  of 
these  may  be  placed  along  side  streets  or  at  Patch  Park.  These  Liberty  Elm  trees  have  been  obtained 
from  the  Elm  Research  Institute  in  Keene.  They  have  developed  a  variety  which  comes  with  a 
lifetime  warranty  against  Dutch  Elm  disease,  which  killed  many  of  the  earlier  trees  which  adorned 
Main  Street. 

Our  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  entire  community  for  assisting  and  encouraging  us  during  this 
ambitious  and  busy  project.  We  would  welcome  anyone  interested  in  joining  our  Committee.  We 
are  currently  working  on  an  inventory  of  Perry  Avenue.  Park  Street  and  Swan  Common.  We  work 
hard,  but  have  lots  of  fun  and  have  gotten  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  from  what  has  been 
accomplished.

During  the 
winter  months  the  meetings  are  moved  to  the  Community  Room,  however,  as  the  Town  Hall  becomes 
more  accessible  we  see  a  time  when  this  will  no  longer  be  necessary.  Event  posters  and  program 
schedules  are  always  available  in  the  notice  board  to  the  right  of  the  Town  Hall  doors. 

Among  the  acquisitions  during  2007.  ledgers  belonging  to  Henry  and  Hattie  Hubbard  and  Hubbard's 
Store  were  donated  by  Fannie  and  Effie  Lui  of  New  York  City  who  uncovered  the  1 869  treasures  years 
ago  and  then  contacted  us  last  year  through  our  internet  website.  Their  visit  and  generosity  are  among 
our  memorable  moments  for  2007.  The  disbanding  of  Roswell  D.  Whitcomb  (American  Legion)  Post  53 
led  to  a  donation  of  their  memorabilia  and  flag  standards  that  we  hope  to  display  on  special  occasions  in 
the  Town  Hall.  Many  other  old  photos,  books  and  period  clothing  continue  to  come  to  our  Society 
through  the  continued  vigilance  of  residents  like  Dolly  Lampher,  Barbara  Jones,  Mickey  Bascom  and 
Charles  White. 

The  Archive  Room,  located  in  the  Town  Hall  is  open  to  the  public  each  Tuesday  morning  from  9  am  to 
noon  and  at  other  times  by  arrangement  with  our  Archivist,  Marge  Reed.  We  had  a  visit  from  the 
Springfield  High  School  advanced  studies  in  history  class  who  were  researching  the  story  of  Susanna 
Johnson  and  welcome  this  participation  as  a  way  to  spread  the  word  of  our  resources. 

The  shingle  roof  on  the  Schoolhouse  was  replaced  during  2007  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  member.  Bob 
Morel  of  Oldways  Building  Company  of  Acworth  and  his  band  of  volunteers  including  his  sons.  Barry 
and  Bill,  brother  Steve  Morel  and  member  Charlie  Baraly.  Other  members  pitched  in  to  keep  the  workers 
well  fed  and  the  lawn  area  cleaned  up.  We  appreciate  all  this  help  and  are  proud  of  the  results.  The 
Schoolhouse  is  open  to  the  public  several  times  a  year  and  may  be  reserved  for  special  events  by 
contacting  the  Society.  Our  annual  picnic  found  comfort  and  warmth  in  the  glow  of  the  kerosene  lights 
when  a  thunderstorm  forced  a  hasty  retreat  of  our  local  musicians  including  Frank  Morse,  Ed  Benvie  and 
Harold  Bushey.  An  antique  auto  club  held  a  rally  and  picnic  on  the  grounds  last  year  with  much  better 
weather. 

In  addition  to  monthly  programs  of  general  interest,  we  also  presented  our  second  annual  Cemetery  Walk, 
Voices  from  the  Past,  at  Forest  Hill  Cemetery.  This  tour,  guided  by  members  in  period  costume,  has 
proved  popular  with  the  community  as  we  give  voice  to  actual  residents  of  Charlestown  from  its  founding 
years  through  the  early  20th  century.  In  2007,  we  were  fortunate  to  have  the  participation  of  Clifford 
Hoyt  as  playwright  Charles  Hoyt,  a  role  he  has  presented  throughout  the  countryside.  Players  further 
represented  our  rich  history  in  the  roles  of  Mr.  Hoyt's  wives  (Amy  Becker  and  Candi  Cutts),  Franklin 
Stowe  (Charles  Baraly),  Martha  Gilchrist  Cushing  (Roberta  Streeter),  Musician  Chauncey  Corbin  (Dave 
Schumann),  Everett  Holden  (Riley  Hentschel),  Elijah  Simonds  (Bill  Hartley)  and  Miss  Sophia  Abbie 
Spooner  (Joan  DeBrine).  Supporting  roles  of  Mr.  Elisha  Fling  (Eric  Lutz),  Mrs.  Jerusha  Downer 
Carpenter  (Joyce  Higgins)  and  an  early  20lh  century  nurse  (Judi  Baraly)  rounded  out  the  program.  For  the 
first  time  our  program  also  included  authentic  fife  and  drum  music  by  local  residents  Lois  and  Andy 
Buchan.  The  Society  is  already  busy  researching  characters  for  the  June  2008  program  to  be  held  at  Hope 
Hill  Cemetery  in  North  Charlestown. 

Our  programs  are  always  open  to  the  public  and  advertised  well  in  advance.  Funding  is  received  through 
memberships,  monthly  raffles,  donations  from  the  public  and  special  fundraisers  like  the  Cemetery  Walk. 
The  Archive  Room  and  Schoolhouse  are  handicap-accessible  and  staffed  by  our  volunteers  to  whom  I  am 
ever  grateful.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  met  a  total  of  23  times  during  2007,  which  was  both  busy  in  terms  of 
regulatory  activity  and  very  productive  in  terms  of  long  range  planning.  The  number  of 
development  applications  was  up  slightly  from  the  previous  year,  despite  the  well  publicized 
slow-down  in  the  real  estate  market:  although  development  activity  did  drop  off  significantly  in 
the  second  half  of  the  year.  In  total,  the  Board  considered  38  different  applications  including: 

•  8  subdivisions  creating  38  new  lots  (32  of  which  are  in  a  single  project); 

•  17  site  plan  applications;  6  for  new  businesses  or  facilities  and  11  for  the  expansion, 
alteration  or  relocation  of  existing  businesses; 

•  6  sign  permits; 

•  6  boundary  adjustments  between  existing  lots; 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  achievement  of  the  year  however,  was  the  completion  and  adoption 
of  the  comprehensive  Master  Plan  update  which  was  begun  in  2003.  The  Board  plans  to  spend 
considerable  time  in  the  coming  year  considering  means  by  which  the  many  recommendations 
contained  in  the  Plan  can  be  implemented.  It  is  expected  that  these  could  include  regulatory 
changes  such  as  zoning  amendments  for  consideration  by  the  voters,  as  well  as  other  efforts  to 
preserve  and  enhance  the  character  of  Charlestown.  The  Board  wishes  to  again  express  its 
appreciation  for  the  valuable  advice  and  technical  assistance  provided  by  the  staff  of  the  Upper 
Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Regional  Planning  Commission. 

The  Board  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the  contributions  of  David  Sussman 
who  left  the  Board  in  2007  after  moving  out  of  Town.  For  many  years,  Dave's  thoughtful 
consideration  and  insightful  perception  have  been  a  tremendous  asset  to  the  Board  in  its 
sometimes  difficult  deliberations.  His  presence  will,  no  doubt,  be  sorely  missed. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  at  7:00PM  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month  in  the 
Community  Room  of  the  Silsby  Library /Municipal  Building.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public 
and  citizen  participation  is  encouraged.  The  Planning  &  Zoning  office  is  located  on  the  lower 
floor  of  the  Bakery  Building  and  is  open  daily  from  8:30  AM  -  4:00  PM.  The  office  phone 
number  is  826-5368.

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RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

The  recreation  committee  has  continued  to  provide  a  variety  of  sports  and  fun  raising  activities 
throughout  the  year.  We  held  our  annual  Green  Up  day  at  Patch  Park  in  April.  At  that  time  the  board  and 
community  members  prepared  the  fields,  equipment  and  facilities  for  the  coming  seasons.  Patch  Park  is 
used  throughout  the  spring,  summer  and  fall  for  various  events  including  weddings  and  reunions.  We 
again  had  a  dock  on  the  river  which  provided  access  from  the  water  to  boaters.  This  has  been  possible  for 
the  past  three  years  due  largely  to  the  efforts  of  a  private  community  member  who  obtained  the  necessary 
permits  and  built  the  dock.  1  am  able  to  assist  him  with  installing/removing  the  dock.  In  the  spring  we 
offer  baseball  and  softball  for  children  ages  5  to  13.  Babe  Ruth  runs  from  June  to  July  for  boys  ages  13  to 
16.  Summer  soccer  starts  at  the  end  of  June  through  the  middle  of  July.  This  program  is  for  both  boys  and 
girls  ages  5  to  14.  We  have  a  number  of  children  from  surrounding  towns  that  take  advantage  of  our 
summer  soccer  program. 

Last  July  marked  the  recreation  committee's  first  participation  in  Charlestown's  Yard  Sale  Day. 
We  ran  a  concession  stand  and  sold  items  donated  by  both  board  members  and  the  community.  We  hope 
to  make  this  an  annual  event. 

The  town  pool  is  open  from  mid-June  to  mid-August.  At  the  pool  we  offer  both  open  swimming 
and  3  sessions  of  swimming  lessons. 

With  the  start  of  school  we  began  our  fall  soccer  season  and  is  open  to  all  youth  ages  5-12.  The 
season  ends  with  a  soccer  tournament  for  1 1  and  1 2  year  old  boys  and  girls.  This  event  is  used  as  a  fund 
raiser  for  the  recreation  committee. 

Basketball  begins  in  November  and  runs  until  March.  Charlestown  teams  that  wish  to  attend 
tournaments  (up  to  three)  are  sponsored  by  the  department.  We  have  traditionally  held  instructional 
sessions  for  2nd  graders  and  teams  for  boys  and  girls  up  to  12  years  old.  The  Charlestown  Middle  School 
did  not  have  B  basketball  teams  this  year  which  left  some  older  students  without  a  place  to  play.  We  were 
able  to  field  a  team  of  7th  and  8th  graders  in  order  to  fill  that  need. 

This  year  marked  our  25lh  Winter  Carnival.  The  carnival  runs  from  the  last  weekend  in  January 
through  the  second  weekend  in  February.  Programs  and  events  available  during  the  carnival  have 
changed  a  bit  from  year  to  year.  This  year  we  kicked  off  on  January  26*  with  co-ed  volleyball  which  was 
open  to  both  school  age  5lh  to  12,h  grades  and  adults.  We  had  planned  to  hold  a  middle  school  dance  which 
was  open  to  the  district  on  February  Is',  but  was  cancelled  due  to  the  weather.  We  hope  to  reschedule  it 
soon.  February  2nd  was  the  opening  day  of  our  adult  broom  hockey.  We  have  two  divisions  and  this  year 
had  a  total  of  14  teams  competing.  These  teams  are  made  up  of  members  from  all  over  NH  and  included 
people  from  various  other  states.  There  were  some  from  MA,  NY,  CT  and  even  one  player  from  MN. 
Throughout  the  day  we  offered  activities  for  those  not  playing  in  the  games.  This  year  we  provided  sleigh 
rides,  a  story  teller,  two  programs  from  VINS  and  candy  bar  bingo.  Project  Grad  used  the  opportunity,  as 
they  did  last  year,  to  run  the  concession  stand  throughout  the  day,  as  a  fund  raiser.  The  day  ended  with  the 
Snowball  Dance  at  the  Old  Town  Hall  which  was  open  to  adults.  Youth  broom  hockey  was  held  on 
February  3rd  which  was  open  to  K.-8  with  6  teams  participating  and  there  was  a  concession  stand  run  by 
the  recreation  department  offered  on  that  day.  The  carnival  wraps  up  on  February  9'  with  the  annual 
Police  vs.  Rec.  basketball  game  and  refreshments  will  be  provided  by  the  recreation  department.  We  also 
use  this  opportunity  to  introduce  our  youth  basketball  teams,  with  the  second  graders  presenting  a 
demonstration  of  their  new  skills. 

There  are  many  ideas  that  I  would  like  to  discuss  with  the  board  in  the  coming  months.  I  have 
been  approached  by  various  community  members  and  groups  with  suggestions  about  how  they  would  like 
to  see  the  department  expand.  The  feeling  that  I  get  is  that  while  we  should  continue  to  provide  sports 
oriented  programs,  there  is  also  a  need  for  alternate  activities.  These  range  from  working  closely  with 
already  established  groups  to  helping  organize/sponsor  day  trips  to  family  oriented  events  at  the  Fleet  or 
Verizon  Centers.  1  feel  that  we  need  to  address  these  opportunities  in  order  to  provide  recreation  for  all  of 
our  citizens,  not  just  those  who  are  sports/athletically  inclined.
